Sunday **rit}itn'rrg  arose' 
at  his  regular>rme,  and  while  he 
was  standing  hefore  the  fire  dress- 
ing he  suddenly  fell  forward,  when 
his  wife,  who  was  in  the  room, hur- 
ried to  him.  He  was  dead  before 
she  could  reach  him.

The  Athletic  Advisory  Board  has 
been  officially  notified  by  the 
Games  Committee,  that  the  Sixth 
Annual  Track  Meet  of  theS.  I.  A. 
A.  will  take  place  in  New  Orleans 
on  May  17  and  iS.  In  the  an- 
nouncement the  committee  express- 
ed the  desire  that  we  make  ar- 
rangements to  send  a  strong  team 
to^contest  on  those  days.

"Among  the  things  on  exhibi- 
tion founders'  day  at  the  academic 
department  of  Tulane  University 
was  "A  New  Scheme  for  Chemi- 
cal Analysis,"  applicable  to  both 
qualitative  and  quantitative  work. 
•ffinfr  sch^-;;;7'-^»lto(J^|^d.  only  v~ 
few  days  ago  by  Prof.  L.  W.  Wil- 
kinson, who  is  in  charge  of  the  chair 
of  industrial  and  sugar  chemistry. 
The  idea  in  this  new  scheme  is  to 
give  to  the  student,  in  picture  form, 
a  clear  conception  of  the  chemical 
changes  taking  place  in  any  ana- 
lytical process,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  impress  strongly,  in  a  con- 
tinuous manner,  upon  the  student's 
mind  the  different  steps  where, 
and  the  principles  involved  as  to 
how,  chemical  substances  are  sepa- 
rated from  each  other. 

"This  new  method  has  already 
met  with  favorable  comments  by 
persons  capable  of  judging  of  its 
merits.  Prof.  Brown  Ayres,  who 
studied  chemistry  at  Washington 
and  Lee  University,  at  Stevens  In- 
stitute and  at  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity, and  who  formerly  taught 
chemistry  in  Tulane  University, 
on  seeing  this  method,  said  that  he 
has  seen  and  studied  many  schemes 
for  chemical  analysis,  but  that  this 
is  the  best  he  has  yet  seen.  He 
pronounced  it  a  fine  piece  of  peda- 
gogical invention,  and  stated  that 
he  believed  a  book  written  carrying 
out  the  new  idea  would  find  ready 
sale  throughout  the  country.  Prof. 
W.  H.  P.  Creighroc  says  that  the 
method  is  a  splendid  one,  being 
clear,  simple  and  forcible,  and  pre- 
sents the  subject  to  the  student  in 
something  of  a  concrete  form,  in- 
stead of  dealing  altogether  with 
the  abstract  ideas.  One  Mr. 
Schwartzenberg,  chemist  of  a  Bos- 
ton wine  firm  and  a  former  student 
of  Harvard  University,  says  that 
this  new  method  is  an  improve- 
ment on  any  that  he  has  seen.  Prof. 
A.  L.  Metz  and  many  of  his  stu- 
dents were  much  pleased  with  it. 
The  chemical  students,  generally, 
of  Tulane  University  who  have 
seen  the  new  scheme  are  much  in- 
terested in  it,  and  believe  it  will  be 
of  great  assistance,  especially  to 
the  beginner  iu  analytical  chemis- 
try. 

"Prof.  Wilkinson  is  now  pre- 
paring a  book  according  to  his  new 
idea,  and  will  have  itrready  for  use 
by  next  session."
